STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art was 
found that anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed subject matter of the instant application as 
a whole either taken alone or in combination. In particular, the prior art of record does not teach 
a device including a spin valve comprising a plurality of layers arranged in a stack including at 
least one free magnetic layer, a spacer layer and a permanent magnetic layer; wherein said spacer 
layer comprises a matrix comprising a porous dielectric material comprising porous silicon with 
nanoparticles contained in the pores. It would not have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to do so. No prior art was found that taught 
this novel device.
